Impo rtance o f Obtaining Funds 
At Once Is Stressed In Order

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 24— 
(U.R)—Awards will be given 
in 
two contests for the best history 
of a post of The American 
Le­ 
gion, according to an advance 
copy of the report of the Na­ 
tional Historian of the Legion, 
w ritten for submission to 
the 
tenth annual national conven­ 
tion of the Legion a t San 
An­ 
tonio, Tex., and to be included 
in the yearly report of the Le­ 
gion to be filed with Congress. 
The closing date for the first 
of these contests wall be May 1, 
1930, and of the second, May 1, 
1933, and the awards will 
be 
provided by Eben Putnam , Na­ 
tional Historian of the Legion. 
The report of the 
National 
Historian urges th a t all posts of 
the Legion keep a pictorial his­ 
tory, eith er in moving picture 
films or still photographs, 
of 
the big events in the life of the 
post. The proper registration of 
all graves, in order th a t 
they 
may be taken 
care of 
when 
Memorial Day comes each year, 
is urged in the report. Post his­ 
tories should be kept to date or 
the elapse of tim e will cause im ­ 
portant events in the life of the 
post to become hazy in 
the 
minds of those th at 
witnessed 
them , according to the report. 
The judges in the contest for 
the best ppst histories will con­ 
sist of three departm ent histor­ 
ians, selected by National 
His­ 
torian. Broadlv speaking 
the 
basis of judgr.g the h ^tories 
will be a bulletin 
of 
reouire- 
m ents of a past historv available 
at National Headquarters of the 
Legion, 
Indianapolis 
Indiana. 
The selection will be made 
re­ 
gardless of the extent of 
the 
m anuscript, but with due regard 
to th e difficulties 
encountered 
in its compilation. 
The author of thp post his­ 
torv, which appears to the com­ 
m ittee to best meet the condi­ 
tions, is to receive a 
Legion 
badge with 
medal 
appended, 
done in gold and dulv inscribed. 
The post to which he belongs 
and of which he has w ritten the 
history, is to receive a m inia­ 
ture movie outfit or the 
cash 
equivaelnt as credit toward the 
purchase of a more 
exoeristve 
machine.

BETTER SCHOOLS 


Increased expenditure on public education in 


the United States seems to be having effect. 


Figures just released by the Department of 


the Interior, show that the percentage of pupils 
in public schools is steadily rising. 


At present, 92 per cent of the elementary 


school pupils are in public schools, while a gen- 
eration ago the percentage was only 89. Similar- 
ly, 91 per cent of the secondary school pupils are 
in public schools; a generation ago the per- 
centage was only .69. - To top it off, it is shown 
that 36' per cent of college students are now 
studying in institutions 
supported by public 


funds, whereas the percentage was only 14 in 
1890. 


These figures are significant. People are de- 


manding greater facilities for education, and are 
willing to be taxed to get them. The marr'who 
wants his son to have the best education possible 
no longer has to send him to a privately endowed 
school.
